It contains 

the amount of the monthly management fee payable to VLH&P, and the volumes and 

amounts of hedging purchases, and the prices paid for gas purchases, the public disclosure 

of tvhich would damage ULIi&P's and the bidders' competitive position and business 

interests, and xvould also damage ULH8iP and CM&T. As required by 807 KA4R .S:OOf, 

Section 7(2)(h).
